House Action Leaves Only 
Senate Approval of 
Compromises Neces­ 
sary to Adopt Bill

By this time it should not be necessary to call atten­ 
tion to readers of the importance of purchasing gifts 
for men in the arm y and navy in foreign lands so that 
they may be mailed on or before November first. 
In other words parents and friends of men and wo­ 
men in the services who arc stationed outside the United 
States should do their Christm as shopping and mailing 
this month if they would be sure that the gifts are re­ 
ceived in time for the holiday. 
The Army and Navy are reminding people of this 
while giving some useful information about w hat kind of 
gifts to send. 
The presents that are wanted most, according to a 
survey recently taken among service men, are such ar­ 
ticles as books, cigarets, pipes and tobacco, w aterproof 
wrist watches, cigaret lighters, pen and pencil sets, sta­ 
tionery, etc. These arc things that can be mailed easily. 
Some of them will be permanent reminders of home to 
the men scattered around the globe. 
But. say authorities, food and clothing are out. Cake 
that looks so delectable when sent may be a pretty sorry 
sight by the time it reaches its destination. 
Besides, 
American service men are the best fed and clothed in 
the world. They get all the sweets they want, and on 
the fighting fronts they can’t carry a surplus wardrobe 
around with them. 
These are good points to remember when picking out 
gifts that will really brighten the holiday for men over­ 
seas. 
For other excellent suggestions in purchasing gifts 
for relatives and friends in the service watch the ad­ 
vertisements in the Times-Mirror. 


DON’T EXPECT TOO MI XII 
It would be easy to draw too much encouragement 
from Leon Henderson’s plan to provide tires for pas­ 
senger automobiles. 
That would result in another let­ 
down, followed probably by accusations that Washing­ 
ton once more had promised more than it could perform, 
says Burton Heath in an editorial written for NEA 
and the Times-Mirror. 
The important thing to be kept in mind is the con­ 
tinual repetition, in the m o r e intelligently phrased news 
reports, of such expressions as “for essential purposes,” 
and “for necessary driving.” 
Mr. Henderson does not suffer from any delusion 
that he can keep 27,000,000 passenger automobiles in 
rubber for the sort of casual riding about town to which 
Americans are accustomed. 
He has taken to heart the impressive logic of the 
Baruch committee’s warning th at our war industrial 
economy will collapse unless passenger automobiles are 
provided with tires sufficient to care for war-necessary 
driving. 
We c an t win, because we w ont have the weapons 
to win, unless we provide tires for such essential m otor­ 
ing. That is what Mr. Henderson is endeavoring to do. 
He is not deliberately trying to provide tires for pleasure 
riding in any of its forms. 
Unintentionally, of course. Mr. Henderson is obliged 
to try to supply tires for pleasure riding—for driving to 
bridge parties, to the golf course, to shop for a couple 
of spools of thread, to view the autumn leaves in the 
country. 


Unless the synthetic program gets under way faster 
than it now promises, Mr. Henderson is not going to 
succeed in the task lie' has set himself. 
His boards can 
grant certificates to all. But certificates make poor tires 
on any kind of road. They will be only as good as the 
supply of rubber with which to honor them. 
It is possible to make the certificates all good. 
We 
can hold back rubber from the armed forces to provide 
tires and recaps for civilians for non-war use. 
And how' will we non-essentials feel, riding around 
on tires stolen from the tanks that, for our comfort, 
must go into battle on metal treads? 
Pretty cheap. 


lf those rickety steps leading from Pennsylvania 
avenue to the gridiron at Russell Field survive tile con­ 
cluding home game on the local schedule, when Ridgway 
conics here October 31st. we suggest tearing them out 
and using them for heating fuel this winter.
